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ARE COUNTY LIBRARIES A
SUCCESS?

The first county library éver in

existence 15 located at Van Wert,
Ohlo. Mr, J. 5. Brumback of that
city made provision in his will for the
gift of & library building. His heirs

® gelt that the use of the library
should be free to ull the people of
the county and they offered the
building to the county on condition
that it should support the library by
taxation. Nothing of the sort had
ever before been attempted and a
special act of the state legislature
was necessary to enable the county
to accept the offer. That was In
1888,

In the past twenty years the county
lbrary ides has spread amazingly
Twenty states have passed county 1l
brary legislation or established
connty library systems. California,
the state where the plan has reached
its farthest development, first passed
a county library law in 1008, Now
forty-two of Its fifty-eight eounties
are tnxing themselves 1o~ support
county wide lbrary serviee.

Our own state first passed a coun-
ty library law in 1803 to permit the
Portland library to serve all Multno-
mah county, Im 1911 the law was
amended to permit uny county to
establish a county Mbrary, Wasco,
Hood River and Umatilla counties
took advantage of the opportunity
and bave since malintalned county
systems.

“The experience of Umatilla county
shows the development possible un-
der a county system, as compured
wilh a city system in the same ter-
ritory. For the four years previous
to establishing the county library,
the Pendleton eity lbrary had a to-
tul of 2271 readers and 4733 books
which cireulated 64,673 times. At
the end of the next Tour years the
Umatilla County Library, whieh sue-
coeded the Pendleton city lbrary,
had 7820 readers and 18,600 books
which circulated 195,687 times.
Thus In & four year period under
the county system there was an In-
crease In books, readers und number
of books road of more than 300 per
cant,

Committees Plan

The Home Demonstration Project
committees In conjunction with the
Jackson County Farm Bureau have
planned their work for the coming
ssason which will be carried on un-|
der the varlous depurtments.

The child welfare committee rep-
resents fourtéen communities, In
ench of these communities effort
will be made to decrease child mor-
tality and increass resistance to dis-
sase by emphasizing better care and
feeding. Bach community chairman
plans to make a survey of all chil-
dren in the community as to whether
they are bhelow normal weight and
then follow this up by trying to
bring every child in the community
up to mormal by supplying the
things which the child needs ln or-
der to do this

The home mansgement and home
study tour chalrmen met together
and made plans for promoting bettar
oquipment, more efficient melhods
of work and improving sanitary con-
ditions, There are twenty commu-
nities in Jackson county taking eith-
er one of these projects or both. A
greater effort will be made to in-
stall some of the simple home made
lahor saving devices as well as some
of the other convenfences that make
furm life happler for the farm wom-
an

The food and clothing project
which nine communities have taken
up includes any of the problems con-
nected with the following: Food,
Preservation, Production, Values and
Proparation, and Clothing, Renovat-
fog and Remodeling, Dressmaking,
Adaptation of Commercial Pattern,
and the study of Textile Fibre us to
adulteration and char cteristics.

A survey will be wodo in each
of these communittes to {ind out
what phase will be taken up this
fall and winter. The past few
months have been spent on preserva-
tion of food in the eanning and
drying work.
